PROCLAMATIONS. 


By  the  KING. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

GEORGE,  R.  1. 

IIEREAS  we  are  happily  at  Peace  with  all 
Sovereigns,  Powers,  and  States  : 

And  whereas  a State  of  War  unhappily  exists 
between  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italy  and  His 
Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  and 
between  their  respective  Subjects,  and  others  inhab- 
iting within  their  Countries,  Territories  or 
Dominions : 

And  whereas  We  are  on  Terras  of  Friendship  and 
amicable  intercourse  with  each  of  these  Powers,  and 
with  their  several  Subjects,  and  others  inhabiting 
within  their  Countries,  Territories,  or  Dominions: 

And  whereas  Great  'Numbers  of  our  Loyal  Sub- 
jects reside  and  carry  on  Commerce,  and  possess 
Property  and  Establishments,  and  enjoy  various 
Rights  and  Privileges,  within  the  Dominions  of 
each  of  the  aforesaid  Powers,  protected  by  the  Faith 
of  Treaties  between  Us  and  each  of  the  aforesaid 
Powers : 


And  whereas  We,  being  desirous  of  preserving  to 
Our  subjects  the  Blessings  of  Peace,  which  they 
now  happily  enjoy,  are  firmly  purposed  and  deter- 
mined to  maintain  a strict  and  impartial  Neutral- 
ity in  the  said  State  of  War  unhappily  existing 
between  the  aforesaid  Powers: 

We.  therefore,  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our 
Royal  Proclamation: 

And  We  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command 
all  Our  loving  Subjects  to  govern  themselves  accord- 
ingly, and  to  observe  a strict  neutrality  in  and 
luring  the  aforesaid  War,  and  to  abstain  from 
violating  or  contravening  either  the  Laws  or 
Statutes  of  the  Realm  in  this  behalf,  or  the  Law 
of  Nations  in  relation  thereto,  as  they  will 
answer  to  the  contrary  at  their  peril : 

And  whereas  in  and  by  a certain  Statute  made 
and  passed  in  a Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the 
33rd  and  34th  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  late  Majesty 
Queen  Victoria,  intituled  “ An  Act  to  Regulate 
the  conduct  of  Her  Majesty’s  Subjects  during  the 
existence  of  Hostilities  between  Foreign  States  with 
which  Her  Majesty  is  at  Peace,”  it  is,  among  other 
things,  declared  and  enacted  as  follows  :— 

*'  This  Act  shall  extend  to  all  the  Dominions  of 
Her  Majesty,  including  the  adjacent  territorial 
Waters. 

“ Illegal  Enlistment. 

“ If  any  Person,  without  the  License  of  Her 
Majesty,  being  a British  Subject,  within  or  with- 
out Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  accepts  or  agrees  to 
accept  any  Commission  or  Engagement  in  the 
Military  or  N'aval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State 
at  War  with  any  Foreign  State  at  Peace  with  Her 
Majesty,  and  in  this  Act  referred  to  as  a friendly 
State,  or  whether  a British  Subject  or  not,  within 
Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  induces  any  other  Person 
to  accept  or  agree  to  accept  any  Commission  or 
Engagement  in  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of 
any  such  Foreign  State  as  aforesaid, — 

“ He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this 
Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and 
Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish- 
ments, at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  is  convicted ; and  Im- 
prisonment, if  awarded,  may  be  either  with 
or  without  Hard  Labour. 

“ If  any  Person  without  the  License  of  Her 
Majesty,  being  a British  Subject,  quits  or  goes  on 
board  any  Ship  with  a view  of  quitting  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions,  with  intent  to  accept  any 
Commission  or  Engagement  in  the  Military  or 
Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  War  with 
a friendly  State,  or,  whether  a British  Subject  or 
not,  within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  induces  any 
other  Person  to  quit  or  to  go  on  board  any  Ship 
with  a view  of  quitting  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions 
with  the  like  intent, — 

“ He  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this 
Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and 
Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish- 
ments, at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  is  convicted ; and  Im- 
prisonment, if  awarded,  may  be  either  with 
or  without  Hard  Labour. 

“ If  any  Person  induces  any  other  Person  to  quit 
Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  or  to  embark  on  any  Ship 
within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  under  a Misrepre- 
sentation or  false  Representation  of  the  Service  in 
which  such  Person  is  to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent 
or  in  order  that  such  Person  may  accept  or  agree 
to  accept  any  Commission  or  Engagement  in  the 
Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at 
War  with  a friendly  State, — 

lie  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this 
Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and 
Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish- 
ments. at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  is  convicted ; and  im- 
prisonment. if  awarded,  may  be  with  or 
without  Hard  Labour. 

“ U the  Master  or  Owner  of  any  ship,  without 
the  License  of  Her  Majesty,  knowingly,  either  takes 
on  board,  or  engages  to  take  on  board,  or  has  on 
board  such  Ship  within  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions 
any  of  the  following  Persons,  in  this  Act  referred 
to  as  illegally  enlisted'  Persons,  that  is  to  say, — 
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"(I.)  Any  Person  who,  being  a British  Subject 
within  or  without  the  Dominions  of  Her 
Majesty,  has,  without  the  License  of  Her 
Majesty,  accepted  or  agreed  to  accept  any 
'Commission  or  Engagement  in  the  Military 
or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  Slate  at 
War  with  any  friendly  State: 

"(2.)  Any  Person,  being  a British  Subject,  who, 
without  the  License  of  Her  Majesty,  is  about 
to  quit  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions  with  intent 
to  accept  any  Commission  or  engagement  in 
the  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign 
State  at  War  with  a friendly  State: 

“(1$. ) Any  person  who  inis  been  induced  to 
embark  under  a Misrepresentation  or  false 
Representation  of  the  service  in  which  such 
Person  is  to  be  engaged,  with  the  intent  or 
in  order  that  such  Person  may  accept  or 
agree  to  accept  any  Commission  or  Engage- 
ment in  tlie  Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any 
Foreign  State  at  War  with  a friendly  State: 
“ Such  Master  or  Owner  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
Offence  against  this  Act,  and  the  following  Con- 
sequences shall  ensue ; that  is  to  say, — 

“(1.)  The  Offender  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine 
and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish- 
ments at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  is  convicted ; and  Im- 
prisonment, if  awarded1,  may  be  either  with 
or  without  Hard  Labour ; and 
“(2.)  Such  Ship  shall  be  detained  until  the  Trial 
and  Conviction  or  Acquittal  of  the  Master 
or  Owner  and  until  all  Penalties  inflicted 
on  the  Master  or  Owner  have  been  paid,  or 
'the  Master  or  Owner  has  given  Security 
for  the  Payment  of  such  Penalties  to  the 
Satisfaction  of  Two  Justices  of  the  reace, 
or  other  Magistrate  or  Magistrates  having 
'the  Authority  of  Two  Justices  of  the  Peace ; 
and 

“(3.)  All  illegally  enlisted  Persons  shall  imme- 
diately on  the  Discovery  of  the  Offence  be 
taken  on  Shore,  and  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
return  to  the  Ship. 

Illegal  Shipbuilding  and  Illegal  Expeditions. 

“ If  any  Person  within  Iler  Majesty’s  Dominions, 
without  the  License  of  Her  Majesty,  does  any  of 
the  following  Acts;  that  is  to  say, — 

“(1.)  Build's  or  agrees  to  build,  or  causes  to  be 
built  any  Ship  with  intent  or  knowledge,  or 
having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the 
same  shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  Mili- 
tary or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State 
at  War  with  any  friendly  State;  or 
“(2.)  Issues  or  delivers  any  Commission  or  any 
Ship  with  intent  or  knowledge,  or  having 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  same 
shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the  Military 
or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at 
War  with  any  friendly  State ; or 
“(3.)  (Equips  any  Ship  with  intent  or  knowledge, 
or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that 
the  same  shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the 
Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign 
State  at  War  with  any  friendly  State;  or 
“(4.)  Despatches,  or  causes  or  allows  to  be  des- 
patched any  Ship  with  intent  or  knowledge, 
or  having  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that 
the  same  shall  or  will  be  employed  in  the 
Military  or  Naval  Service  of  any  Foreign 
State  at  War  with  any  friendly  State: 

“ Such  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed 
an  Offence  against  this  Act,  and  the  following  Con- 
sequences shall  ensue : — 

“(1.)  The  Offender  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine 
and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punish- 
ments, at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before 
which  the  Offender  is  convicted ; and  Im- 
prisonment, if  awarded,  may  be  either  with 
or  without  Hard  Labour: 

“(2.)  The  Ship  in  respect  of  which  any  such 
Offence  is  committed,  and  her  Equipment, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty : 

“ Provided  that  a Person  building,  causing  to  be 
built,  or  equipping  a Ship  in  any  of  the  cases  afore- 
said, in  pursuance  of  a contract  made  before  the 
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rommi'Ui'rinent  of  buHi  War  ns  aforesaid,  shall  not 
lie  liable  to  any  of  the  Penalties  imposed  by  this 
Section  in  respect  of  such  building  or  equipping  if 
be  satisfies  the  conditions  following;  (that  is  to 
say),— 

‘■(1.)  If  forthwith  upon  a Proclamation  of  Neu- 
trality being  issued  by  Her  Majesty  be  gives 
Notice  to  the  Secretary  of  Stale  that  lie  is  so 
building,  causing  to  lie  built,  or  equipping 
such  Ship,  and  furnishes  such  Particulars  of 
the  Contract  and  of  any  matters  relating  to, 
or  done,  or  to  be  done  under  the  Contract 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of 
S ta  t e : 

“(2.)  If  he  gives  such  security,  and  takes  and 
permits  to  lie  taken  such  other  measures,  if 
any,  as  the  Secretary  of  State  may  prescribe 
for  ensuring  that  such  Ship  shall  not  be 
despatched,  delivered,  or  removed  without 
the  License  of  Her  Majesty  until  the  termi- 
nation of  such  War  as  aforesaid': 

“ Where  any  Ship  is  built  by  order  of  or  on 
behalf  of  any  Foreign  State  when  at  War  with  a 
friendly  State,  or  is  delivered  to  or  to  the  order  of 
such  Foreign  State,  or  any  person  who  to  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Person  building  is  an  Agent  of 
such  Foreign  State,  or  is  paid  for  by  such  Foreign 
State  or  such  Agent,  and  is  employed  in  the  Mili- 
tary or  Naval  Service  of  such  Foreign  State,  such 
Ship  shall,  until  t lie  contrary  is  proved,  be  deemed 
to  have  been  built  with  a view  to  being  so  em- 
ployed, and  the  Burden  shall  lie  on  the  Builder  of 
such  Ship  of  proving  that  he  did  not  know  that 
the  Ship  was  intended  to  he  so  employed  in  the 
Military  or  N'aval  Service  of  such  Foreign  State. 

“ If  any  Person  within  the  Dominions  of  Her 
.Majesty,  and  without  the  License  of  Her  Majesty, — 

“ By  adding  to  the  number  of  the  Guns,  or  by 
changing  those  on  board  for  other  Guns,  or  by  the 
addition  of  any  Equipment  for  War,  increases  or 
augments  or  procures  to  he  increased  or  augmented, 
or  is  knowingly  concerned  in  increasing  or  augment- 
ing the  warlike  Force  of  any  Ship  which  at  the 
time  of  her  being  within  the  Dominions  of  Her 
Majesty  was  a Ship  in  the  Military  or  Nav'al 
Service  of  any  Foreign  State  at  War  with  any 
friendly  State, — 

“ Such  Person  shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence 
against  this  Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by 
Fine  and  Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such 
punishments,  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court 
before  which  the  Offender  is  convicted  ; and 
Imprisonment,  if  awarded,  may  be  either 
with  or  without  Hard  Labour. 

“ If  any  Person  within  the  limits  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Dominions,  and  without  the  License  of 
Her  Majesty, — 

“Prepares  or  fits  out  any  Naval  or  Military 
Expedition  to  proceed  against  the  Dominions  of 
any  friendly  State,  the  following  consequences  shall 
ensue : — 

“(1.)  Every  person  engaged  in  such  preparation 
or  fitting  out,  or  assisting  therein,  or  em- 
ployed in  any  capacity  in  such  Expedition, 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  Offence  against  this 
Act,  and  shall  be  punishable  by  Fine  and 
Imprisonment,  or  either  of  such  punishments, 
at  the  Discretion  of  the  Court  before  which 
the  Offender  is  convicted ; and  Imprison- 
ment, if  awarded,  may  be  either  with  or 
without  Hard  Labour: 

“(2.)  Ail  Ships,  and  their  Equipments,  and  all 
Arms  and  Munitions  of  War,  used  in  or 
forming  part  of  such  Expedition,  shall  be 
forfeited'  to  Her  Majesty. 

Any  person  who  aids,  abets,  counsels,  or  pro- 
cures the  Commission  of  any  Offence  against  this 
Act  shall  he  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  as  a 
principal  Offender.” 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  is  further  pro- 
vided that  Ships  built,  commissioned,  equipped  or 
despatched  in  contravention  of  the  said  Act,  may 
be  condemned  and  forfeited  by  Judgment  of  the 
Court  of  Admiralty;  and  that  if  the  Secretary  of 
State  or  Chief  Executive  Authority  is  satisfied 
that  there  is  a reasonable  and  probable  cause"  for 
believing  that  a Ship  within  Our  Dominions  has 
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been  or  is  being  built,  commissioned,  or  equipped, 
contrary  to  the  said  Act,  and  is  about  to  be  taken 
beyond  the  limits  of  such  Dominions,  or  that  a 
Ship  is  .about  to  be  despatched  contrary  to  the  Act, 
such  Secretary  of  State  or  Chief  Executive  Author- 
ity shall  have  power  to  issue  a warrant  authorizing 
the  seizure  and  search  of  such  Ship  and  her  deten- 
tion until  she  has  been  either  condemned  or  re- 
leased by  'Process  of  Law ; and  whereas  certain 
powers  of  seizure  and  detention  are  conferred  by 
the  said  Act  on  certain  Local  Authorities: 

Now,  in  order  that  none  of  Our  Subjects  may 
unwarily  render  themselves  liable  to  the  Penalties 
imposed  by  the  said  Statute,  We  do  hereby  strictly 
command  that  no  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  do 
commit  any  Act,  Matter,  or  Thing  whatsoever  con- 
trary to  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Statute,  upon 
pain  of  the  several  Penalties  by  the  said  Statute 
imposed  and  of  Our  high  Displeasure. 

And  We  do  hereby  further  warn  and  admonish 
all  Our  loving  Subjects,  and  all  Persons  whatsoever 
entitled  to  Our  Protection,  to  observe  towards  each 
of  the  aforesaid  Powers,  their  Subjects,  and  Terri- 
tories, and  towards  all  Belligerents  whatsoever  with 
whom  We  are  at  Peace,  the  Duties  of  Neutrality; 
and  to  respect,  in  all  and  each  of  them,  the  Exercise 
of  Belligerent  Rights. 

And  We  hereby  further  warn  all  Our  loving 
Subjects,  and  all  Persons  whatsoever  entitled  to 
Our  Protection,  that  if  any  of  them  shall  presume, 
in  contempt  of  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation,  to  do 
any  acts  in  derogation  of  their  Duty  as  Subjects 
of  a 'Neutral  Power  in  a War  between  other 
Powers,  or  in  violation  or  contravention  of  the 
Law  of  Nations  in  that  behalf,  all  Persons  so  offend- 
ing will  rightfully  incur  and  be  justly  liable  to  the 
Penalties  denounced  by  such  Law. 

And  We  do  hereby  give  Notice  that  all  Our 
Subjects  and  Persons  entitled  to  Our  Protection 
who  may  misconduct  themselves  in  the  Premises 
will  do  so  at  their  peril,  and  of  their  own  wrong ; 
and  that  they  will  in  no  wise  obtain  any  Protection 
from  Us  against  such  Penalties  as  aforesaid. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Balmoral,  this  third 
day  of  October,  dn  the  year  of  Our  Lord, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  and 
in  the  Second  year  of  Our  reign. 

UOD  SAVE  THE  KING. 


THE  Right  Honourable  Sir  Edward  Grey  to  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty*  : — 
Foreign  Office, 

October  3,  1911 

My  Lords, — 

IBs  Majesty  being  fully  determined  to  observe 
the  duties  of  neutrality  during  the  existing  state 
of  war  between  Italy  and  Turkey  ; being,  moreover, 
resolved  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  use  of 
His  Majesty’s  harbours,  ports,  and  coasts,  and  the 
waters  within  1 1 is  Majesty’s  territorial  jurisdiction, 
in  aid  of  the  warlike  purposes  of  either  belligerent, 
has  commanded  me  to  communicate  to  your  I mid- 
ships, for  your  guidance,  the  following  Rules,  which 
are  to  be  treated  and  enforced  as  II is  Majesty’s 
orders  and  directions  : — 

Rule  1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  present 
state  of  war,  all  ships  of  war  of  either  belligerent 
are  prohibited  from  making  use  of  any  port  or 
roadstead  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man, 
or  the  Channel  Islands,  or  in  any  of  II is  Majesty’s 
Colonies  or  foreign  possessions  or  dependencies,  or 
of  any  waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  the  British  Crown,  as  a station  or  place  of 
resort  for  any  warlike  purpose,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  any  facilities  for  warlike  equipment; 
and  no  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  here- 
after be  permitted  to  leave  any  such  port,  road- 
stead, or  waters  from  which  any  vessel  of  the  other 
belligerent  (whether  the  same  shall  be  a ship  of 
war  or  a merchant  ship)  shall  have  previously 
departed  until  after  the  expiration  of  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  departure  of  such  last- 
mentioned  vessel  beyond  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  1 1 is  Majesty.

Islands,  or  any  of  Ilis  Majesty’s  Colonies  or  pos- 
sesious  abroad. 

The  Governor  or  other  chief  authority  of  each  of 
Ilis  Majesty’s  territories  or  possessions  beyond  the 
seas  shall  forthwith  notify  and  publish  the  above 
Rules.

HIS  Excellency  in  Council  is  pleased  to  order 
that  the  following  regulations,  which  were 
approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1910,  and  amending  Orders  of  the  22nd  of 
February  and  2l6t  of  April,  1910,  for  the  issue  of 
permits  to  remove  sand,  stone,  and  gravel,  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Crown,  from  the  beds  of  rivers  and 
lakes  in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the 
North-West  Territories,  and  within  the  Railway 
Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  shall  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  re-established,  the  same  to 
have  force  and  effect  from  the  29th  day  of  July, 
1911 :— 
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1.  The  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  for  the  district 
in  which  the  rights  applied  for  are  situated  may, 
upon  application,  grant  yearly  permits  to  remove 
sand,  stone,  and  gravel,  the  property  of  the  Crown, 
from  the  beds  of  rivers  and  lakes  in  the  Provinces 
of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  the  North- 
West  Territories,  and  within  the  Railway  Belt  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

2.  All  permits  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of 
November  in  each  year. 

3.  Not  more  than  one  permit  shall  be  issued  to 
an  applicant  in  one  year,  unless  the  rights  already 
granted  such  applicant  have  been  fully  exhausted. 

4.  The  permit  shall  grant  permission  to  remove 
a certain  specified  number  of  cubic  yards  of  sand, 
stone,  or  gravel  from  a portion  of  the  bed  of  the 
river  to  be  described  in  the  permit,  but  shall  not 
constitute  any  exclusive  right  to  the  portion  of  the 
river  or  bed  of  the  lake  described  in  the  permit,  or 
the  quantity  of  material  specified  therein. 

5.  The  right  granted  under  the  permit  shall 
apply  only  to  the  bars  in  or  the  bed  of  the  river 
or  lake  itself  below  the  ordinary  high-water  level, 
and  shall  not  authorize  the  permittee  to  remove 
sand,  stone,  or  gravel  from,  or  otherwise  interfere 
with  or  affect  in  any  way  the  security  of,  the  banks 
of  the  river  or  lake  or  of  any  structures  erected  in 
the  said  river  or  lake,  and  the  permit  shall  be 
subject  to  immediate  cancellation  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister  in  case  it  is  shown  that  the  opera- 
tions of  the  permittee  in  the  removal  of  the  sand, 
stone,  or  gravel  are  likely  to  affect  the  banks  of  the 
said  river  or  lake,  or  to  endanger  in  any  way  the 
security  thereof. 

6.  The  permittee  shall  cause  no  material  damage 
or  unnecessary  disturbance  to  the  beds  or  banks 
of  the  stream  or  lake  affected  by  his  permit,  nor 
shall  he  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  public  to 
use  the  river  or  lake  for  navigation  or  other  pur- 
poses, or  to  interfere  with  the  free  navigation  of 
the  said  river  or  lake  by  forming  bars  or  banks  in 
the  channel  or  bed  thereof. 

7.  The  removal  of  the  sand,  stone,  or  gravel 
authorized  by  the  permit  shall  be  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  an  officer  to  be  named  by  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Interior,  and  to  his  entire  satisfaction. 

8.  The  permit  shall  be  subject  to  immediate  can- 
cellation at  any  time  without  compensation  to  the 
permittee,  for  a breach  of  any  of  the  above  condi- 
tions, or  in  case  It  should  be  shown  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Minister  of  the  Incerior  that  the 
removal  of  the  sand,  stone,  or  gravel  covered  by 
the  permit  is  likely  to  cause  damage  or  obstruction, 
or  to  otherwise  prejudicially  affect  the  interests  of 
the  Crown  or  others. 

9.  The  permittee  shall  keep  the  Crown  indemni- 
fied against  all  actions,  claims,  and  demands  that 
may  be  lawfully  brought  by  reason  of  anything 
done  by  the  lessee  in  the  exercise  or  purported 
exercise  of  the  rights  and  liberties  granted  under 
the  permit. 

10.  A fee  of  fifty  cents  (50c.)  shall  be  charged 
for  each  permit,  together  with  dues  at  the  rate  of 
one  cent  (lc. ) per  cubic  yard  for  the  quantity  of 
material  in  excess  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  cubic 
yards  included  in  any  one  permit. 

11.  The  permit  to  be  issued  under  these  Regu- 
lations shall  be  on  such,  form  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior.

Rule  76. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 

*t\  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  -of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
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amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and., 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  fallows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  uot  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  7G,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not. 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  eras  by  fifty  eins.  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 


when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  repented  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
belween  brackets.

1.  This  Church  shall  he  known  by  the  mime  of 
“The  Spiritual  Church  of  Christ,”  of  \ Hticouver, 
British  Columbia. 

2.  The  object  of  the  organization  is  for  the  moral, 
social,  spiritual,  and  general  advancement  of  the 
members. 

:».  Every  person  of  good  moral  character  being 
vouched  for  by  two  members  in  good  s.anding  is 
eligible  to  membership  and  may  become  active 
members  when  their  application  is  accepted  by  ihe 
Church. 

4.  Every  member  of  the  Church  must  subscribe, 
adhere  to,  and  uphold  in  every  way  possible  the 
-prescribed  pledges  of  t lie  Church. 

No  member  shall  place  another  member  under 
any  disability  whatever,  but  must  do  all  in  bis  or 
her  power  to  support,  encourage,  and  uplift  their 
brother  or  sister  members.  He  or  she  must 
encourage  an  entire  spirit  of  brotherhood  at  all 
times  on  pain  of  being  expelled  from  the  Society. 

(>.  Members  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  at 
any  time  for  immorality  of  any  kind. 

7.  All  complaints  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
handed  to  the  President,  who  shall  hand  the  matter 
over  to  a committee  appointed  by  him  or  her. 
The  committee  shall  investigate  the  complaint  and 
report  their  finding,  and  if  the  charge  or  charges 
are  sustained  the  accused  shall  abide  by  the 
decision  of  the  Society.  No  member  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  a penalty  in  his  or  her  absence,  unless 
he  or  she  has  had  ten  days’ . clear  notice  of  the 
meeting  at  which  the  complaint  against  him  or 
her  is  to  lie  heard,  with  liberty  to  attend.

15.  The  Secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
minute-book  and  papers  of  the  Church,  keep  a 
record  of  all  proceedings,  issue  all  summonses, 
conduct  all  correspondence,  make  all  reports  and 
returns,  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  Treasurer,  and  together  with  the  President 
sign  all  orders  of  payment. 

16.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
Church’s  funds,  and  pay  all  accounts  passed  by 
the  Church  when  certified  by  the  President  and 
the  Secretary.  He  or  she  shall  present  a com- 
plete statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Church  once  every  month  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  pertain  to  the  office.  He  or  she 
shall  also  be  bonded  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  the  premium  being  paid  by  the  Church, 

17.  Any  child  may  become  a member  of  this 
Church  after  they  become  twelve  years  of  age,  by 
sending  in  their  application  in  writing. 

IS.  The  Church  shall  be  maintained  by  volun- 
tary subscription. 

19.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended 
(subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Benevolent 
Societies  Act”)  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  a meeting  called  specially  for 
the  purpose,  and  of  which  the  members  have  had 
at  least  two  days’  notice.
